Stories are told of federal soldiers’ cruelty 
to noncombatants and the refusal of the in-

LINCOLN SECRETS 


Addison C. Proctor Claims Cas- 
sius M. Clay Forced Eman- 
cipator’s Nomination. 


FOR HONESTY IN POLITICS 


Would Uphold Direct Primary 
and Referendum, C. A. Alden 
Says, at Ad Men’s Meeting. 


Some secrets of the Republican convention 
which met in Chicago and nominated Abra- 
ham Lincoln president op May 16, 1860, were 
revealed yesterday by Addison d. Proctor, 
who claims to be the only surviving delegate. 

Speaking to about 300 members of the Ham- 
Uton club after luncheon he asserted that 
Lincoln owed his nomination to Cassius M. 
Clay of Kentucky. 

“I am here to tell you of the events of 
that convention, which were at the time con- 
cealed from the public, and which no his- 
torian has recorded,“ he said. “ If it had not 
been for Cassius M. Clay: Abraham Lincoln 
probably would have not been nominated. 
The only organization centered around Wil- 
lam H. Seward of New York. The opposi- 
tion was unorganized. There were seven or 
eight candidates, each strong in his own 
state but with no strength outside its bor- 
ders. This element wae under thé control of 
Horace Greeley. 


Calle Lincoln Inexperienced, 

„When asked who would be the standard 
bearer of the opposition Mr. Greeley replied, 
thirty hours before the balloting: 

I think well of Edward Bates of Missouri. 
He is, I believe, the best man we could nom- 
inate.”’ 

How abcut Lincoln? 
Mr. Greeley replied: 

“While Mr. LincoIn fs an adroit poli- 
tician, he lacks experience in public affairs, 
and in the present condition of the country, 
while we are drifting toward a crisis, I do 
not believe the country will trust a man 80 
inexperienced in national affairs.’ 

“There was in the convention a delegation 
from the border states, men of red blood and 
firm purpose. They were known as the 
Unionists and came from the mountaine of 
Tennessee, West Virginia, and Kentucky. 
Cassius Clay was their leader. 

„We were discussing convention matters 
at the old Briggs house when Mr. Clay and 
his mountain men came down upon us.

Then Ohio 
transferred part of the votes it had given 
Salmon P. Chase to Lincoln, whose nomine- 
tion was made unanimous on the third bal-

Figures on Commissary Anno 
To Choose Third Arbiter—Car Men's

Of the twenty-two carloads of 3 
chased during the strike for the garment 
workers’ commissary the largest item was 
sugar—147,U60 pounds. The total figures were 


about $5,000 spent each month for bread in 
addition to the 1,000 loaves contributed daily 
by the bakers’ union. A total of about $37,000 
was spent for supplies during the strike.

STATE OR NATION 70 BND VICE? 


Speaker Says Police, Greed, and 
Last for Power Aid City Decay 


“GOOD PEOPLE APATHETIC,” 


Rabbi Asserts Reform is Needed on 
Boulevards; Education Advised. 


Ways and means of combating vice im Chi- 
cago were discussed yesterday afternoon at 
an annual meeting of the Illinols Vigilance 
association in the auditorium of the T. M. C. 
A. Lack of law enforcement was held to be 
one of the greatest foes to morality. Speak- 
ers said vice in metropolitan centers would 
wreck the nation if not checked by state or 
federal intervention. 

“Democracy is stretched almost to the 
breaking point by failure properly to enforce 
the lawe,” said Jenkin Lloyd Jones. “ This 
is the most subtle form of anarchy. It isthe 
gangrene of the metropolitan social system. 
There are two or three main causes for the 
prevalence of vice in the large cities. 

“I mention first the low ideals of the of- 
ficers intrusted with enforcement of the law. 


Dollars Close Eyes. 

“A gecond cause ie the deep seated greed 
of the human heart; ite lad for money. A 
silver dollar will close the eyes of a dying 
conscience. 

“A still further aid to vice is harder to 
explain. I refer to the lust for power. There 
are many men who attain office who would 
not accept a. dollar of graft, but who give 
way to a lust for power which makes trav- 
esty of their promises to serve the people. 
A policeman cannot be a just policemen if 
he i# interested in the political ring. I hope 
we can develop a Lincoln loyalty to a high 
Standard of purity which will rebuke cupid- 
ity of the grafter and the graftee. I feel 
that the man who eccepts graft is worse than 
he whe offers it.”
